Welles goes in search of peace; Pelley comes out of hiding; Turkey gets set for trouble 


Both sides in the,European war are now set for a 
showdown in the spring. Hitler and his generals, con- 
vinced that a policy of sitting tight on their territorial 
gains will only bring slow starvation, are apparently 
agreed that an attack is the only hope. Britain, for 
her part, is anxious to “get it over with.” Since the 
fall of Hore-Belisha, the “defensive war,” so ably 
urged by Captain Liddell Hart, has ceased to be the 
official policy of the War Office. Winston Churchi 
by far the most dynamic character in the British 
Cabinet, is all for taking the offensive. It has always 
been Churchill's belief that the Allies could have won 
the last War two years earlier had they followed his 
advice and attacked irom the rear instead 
of pounding the Hindenburg Line. The Dardanelles 
campaign of 1915, which he fathered, was a failure 
but the British Army never really ga a chane 
and military opinion now supports Churchill. This 
time the Allies have gathered a great army in the 
Near East (see col. 3), which is not there simply to 
guard pipe lines. In Churchill's view, Finland too is 
afront which the Allies cannot neglect. By last w 
the First Lord had pressed this view so effecti 
that some British planes and volunteers were leaving 
for Finland and Chamberlain declared that “further 
now on the way. 

With both sides thus set for action, the prospect 
for peace looked darker than at any time since the 
war began. But President Roosevelt took the mo- 
ment to make two more stabs at getting a peace 
drive started. First stab was to have the State De- 
partment commence 
formal conversations 
with Europe’s neutrals. 
Second stab was to send 
Sumner Welles, Under- 
Secretary of State, on a 
tour of the belligerent pow- 
ers and Italy. Annow 
ments of both these mov 
were extremely guarded. 
The State Department 
stressed that its conversa- 

WELLES tions dealt not with set- 
tling the war but with working out an international 
eystem of trade and disarmament after the war. The 
President stressed that We had no powers tomake 
“proposals or commitments” in the name of the Gov- 
ernment, that his only jobs were to listen and observe. 

‘There was good reason for the President's caution. 
No sooner was the news out than isolatio Sena- 
tors pointed to the deadly parallel of 1915, when 
Woodrow Wilson sent Col. House to Europe. House 
spent his time and cables urging Wilson to take 
America into the war with the Allies. 


|. The two questions that President 
Roosevelt finds most wearying are “Will you run for 
a third term?” and “When are you going to balance 
the budget?” Last week he advised his press confer- 
ence to stop asking him the first because the country, 
too, was bored by it. As to the second, he had a 
brand new explanation of why not to balance the 
budget now. As reported by correspondents, Mr. 
Roosevelt said that while the Federal debt had risen 
“somewhat” under the New Deal, this rise had been 
offset by an equal drop in State and local debt. The 
President had hold of a sound idea, which many econ- 
‘omists have been tossing about lately, but either he 
or the correspondents got it all balled up. ‘The real 
point is that State and local debt, after soaring in the 
1920's, stopped rising when the Federal Govern- 
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ment began carrying a 
heavier load in the 1930's. 

Thomas E. Dewey and 
others pounced happily 
upon the boner, pointing 
out that State and local 
debt has fallen only $130,- 
000,000 in the past seven 
years while Federal debt

Near East Jitters. Turkey last week seized the Ger- 
man-owned Krupp shipyards, on the shore of the 
Golden Horn at Istanbul, and ousted 180 German 
technicians for plotting sabotage. A Turkish official 
explained simply: “Spring is coming.” Spring, to the 
Near East, means the danger of a southern offensive 
by Germany or Russia or both together. Latest re- 
ports say that Germany is urging Russia against an 
invasion of Bessarabia, 
(see pp. 66-71), on the 
grounds that she ean have 
that province without a 
fight when the war is over. 
Instead the Germans are 
egging the Russians on to 
either of two drives farther 
east. One would be a 
thrust through Turkey 
and Syria to cut the Brit- 
ish and French oil pipe 
lines from Iraq. ‘The other 
would be a drive through Afghanistan and across the 
northwest frontier of India. In this barren part of 
the world, no fortifications stand in the Russians’ 
way but the natural obstacles of deserts and moun- 
tains are terrific. 

An even greater obstacle is the Allies’ “x 
army” in the Near East. In Syri neral Maxime 
Weygand commands a force which the French last 
week set at 275,000. ‘The British army of the Middle 
East, under Lieut. Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wavell, is 
stationed in Palestine. If an Eastern front is opened 
up, Allied plans call for a unified command under 
General Weygand.

‘outh Carolina. He wrote lurid pamphlets on gam- 
bling, drink, marriage and adultery which he hawked 
along with family Bibles and the heretical works of 

m Paine. Often on his treks in his old spring wag- 
on, Weems stopped at a tavern and gave a terrifying 
impersonation of a drunkard. After a large crowd col- 
lected, the high-pressure parson delivered a rous 
sermon on the evils of drink 

Weems’ classic Life of Washington, which has 
passed through more than 70 editions, started out a 
an 80-page pamphlet written within a year of Wa: 

jon’s death. In the fifth edition, 1806, he f 
serted the cherry-tree story, explained vaguely 
told him “20 years ago by an aged lady who wa: 
distant relative” of the Washingtons. Without fur- 
ther substantiation, this yarn became one of the most 
celebrated bits of American history

MADE BY CAMERA LENS’S REFLECTION 


ince Daguerre, photographers have been troubled by “ghosts.” 

These ghosts, which appear as flaring rings of light like t 
in the upper picture on the opposite page, are caused by reflee- 
tions from the glass surfaces of a lens when it is pointed at a 
bright light. Recently photographers heard some of the best 
news in years. Dr. C. Hawley Cartwright, young physies profes- 
sor at Massachusetts Institute of Technology, had laid the 
ghosts by working out a way to kill reflections permanently. 

LIFE first reported “invisible glass” last year (Jan, 23, 1939) 
and told how a thin film on a glass surface makes reflected light 
cancel itself out and disappear. Dr, Cartwright’s method is based

To the 50x100-ft, floor of Mili’s studio came mem- 
bers of the Ballet Theatre, newly organized in New 
York. Dressed in colorful taffetas, satins and organ- 
zas, they pirouctted, leaped and did musele-strain- 
ing entrechats for some 12 hours in a period of three 
days until Mili feared their toes would fall off.

A good deal of it runs to waste, 


RUMANIA HAS 


GERMANY AND ALLIES FIGHT DEADLY 


fter five months of European war, Rumania, big- 

gest of the Balkans, is today the likeliest candi. 
date for the next battlefield. It is in the horrible 
position of 01 the oil that may win or lose the 
war for Germany. It is, next to Russia, the biggest 
leak in the Allied blockade of Germany. Both Ger- 
man and Russian general staffs are eyeing it as the 
next addition to the German and Russian empires. 
Nothing would please the British more than to fight 
a slam-bang war up and down Rumania, on Ger- 
many’s lines of communication. To the scene of this 
international tug-of-war, LIFE last month sent its 
able photographer Margaret Bourke-White. 

Most Americans are inclined to laugh at Rumania 
‘asa musical-comedy country situated at the gates of 
hell. Actually its oil and wheat make it anything but 
a laughing matter in the tense economy of Europe. 
It is a little smaller than Italy, with half the people 
(19,500,000). Four out of five Rumanians are peas- 
ants speaking half-a-dozen different tongues. Of its 
neighbors (see map), Russia wants back Bessarabia, 


Bulgaria wants back Dobruja south of the Danube,

King George V called him “that bounder"’ and refused to house him 
in Buckingham Palace. The London Daily Express described him in 
a headline as ‘King Carol the Cad."" 

The travesty on kingship implied by Carol's shirking of royal 
duty, his flagrant affairs and his fondness for drink were subscan- 
tiated by the fact that he photographs badly. All Hohenzollerns 
look a little like dachshunds. In Carol’s case, the snouty appearance 
inherent in the royal blood strain is enhanced by a weak chin. That 
Carol is much more presentable than his pictures naturally remained 
unknown. 

Adding up the net total of Carol's behavior and his looks, the 
world long ago came to the conclusion that, morally, Rumania’s 
monarch was all that a king should not be. It has been correspond- 
ingly difficult for the world to realize in the last few years that, in 
a practical sense, Carol is really almost all that a king should be. 
Most modern kings are figureheads. Carol, however, is not only a 
king but a dictator as well. He handles this old-fashioned combi- 
nation of functions with increasing skill. Carol is an excellent execu- 
tive. He is also the smartest politician in the Balkans, Surrounded 
by land-hungry nations, he makes a deal with Germany one day, a 
concession to England the next, counters a Russian move the third 
and has not yet been cornered by anybody. While Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Albania and Poland were disappearing, Carol kept the 
crazy-quilt nation of Rumania inviolate. If Rumania is to survive, 
Carol must do the job of saving it. He is well equipped to succeed. 


A king who loves his job 


Carol is not to be thought of as a patriot like Benes of Czecho- 
slovakia or Schuschnigg of Austria. If his country goes, Carol 
will enjoy himself wherever he lands. But he will not let Rumania 
go without a fight—a colder, shrewder-fight than greater men 
might wage. He enjoys the job of king and will work his head off to 
keep it. 

That job begins at 6 a.m. when Carol wakes, has coffee and buns 
in bed, and then sits in his bath while he shaves. After dressing, he

enjoy telling of his exploits. At a dinner Carol boasted of having 
made a record run in his automobile from Bucharest to Sinaia. 
“Don't tell him," whispered Mihai to a friend, “but I did it in 15 
minutes less."” Carol watches over Mihai with all the care of a re- 
formed rake, demonstrating his own cigaret cough to warn Mihai 
against too much smoking. 

Carol's hobby is designing uniforms for his Army. He learned the 
importance of uniforms to Rumania when he came back from exile 
and, on a whim, attended a peasant meeting in Boy Scout garb. The 
peasants ignored him and bowed before his resplendent equerry. 
Now Carol is seldom out of uniform and on formal occasions wears 
enough ornamental hardware on his bosom to make him practically 
bulletproof. His favorite costume is the long white cloak of the 
Order of Michael the Brave, perhaps the most striking garment 
possessed by any monarch. With it, he makes the mistake of 
wearing helmets that come down over his head and accent his 
weak chin. 

The Army is Carol’s pride and joy. One of his first acts when he 
came to the throne was to purge it and raise its pay. To Carol, the 
Army is both a bulwark against foreign foes and an ally against all 
the petty intrigue of the Rumania in which he was brought up. 

In 1914, the late Czar Nicholas of Russia exploded: “*Rumania— 
bah! Ic is neither a state nor a nation but a profession."" This rude 
remark contained a germ of truth. In most countries grafting is 
regarded as a dishonest subterfuge. In Rumania it was long ago 
raised to the status of a universal vocation. Carol has been making 
heroic efforts to conventionalize his country's financial methods. 
Until recently, however, customers, instead of buying goods at fixed 
prices in stores, tipped the clerk and got what they wanted for almost 
nothing. The price of the railway ticket went to the station agent, 
not the railway, as a personal present. Unless sent by registered 
mail, letters often fail to reach their destination because postal 
clerks remove the stamps for resale. 


Carol gets rid of his enemies 


One hundred years ago, Rumania was ruled by the Sultan of Tur- 
key. It got its freedom as a by-product of the Crimean War, after 
which Carol's great-uncle, Carol I, took over the throne with the 
support of Jon Bratianu. At this time, Rumania was the size of 
Uruguay. It became a country about as big as Italy as a result of the 
treaties of St. Germain and Petit Trianon. Populated by 19,500,000,

of 17 different minorities strung together by a majority of Rumanian- 
speaking people. 

When Carol finally acquired the throne in 1930, his position was 
precarious. He needed security—for himself because his fears of 
assassination reach morbidity and for Rumania because its greedy 
neighbors claim half its territory. Looking around him, Carol 
could not find the kind of men he wanted—able, loyal subordinates 
such as are plentiful in England and Germany. As a substitute, he 
gathered around him as unscrupulous a bunch of toughs as ever swag- 
gered down the Calea Victoriei, men,of no background or importance 
whose future depended on his. With these men, Carol reduced, one 
by one, every power in Rumania except himself. Then, when his 
power was sure, he purged his camarilla, replacing the coughs with 
better-class men, like Tilia, now Minister to Great Britain, and 
Gafencu, the Foreign Minister. 

“Divide and reign'” was Carol's motto. By 1937 there was only 
one power in Rumania which could stand up to him, the infamous 
Iron Guard, led by handsome young Zelea Codreanu. It received its 
ideology and its cash from Germany. As soon as night fell on 
Bucharest, its gangs of hooligans roamed the streets, robbing citi- 
zens, beating up Jews against the palace walls. 

Carol stood the Iron Guard until it became so powerful that no 
Governmenc could keep order. Then he uncorked a piece of brilliant 
political strategy. Ignoring Codreanu, he called to the Premiership 
Octavian Goga, a poct who had preached Jew-baiting all his life. 
Carol's idea was to give Rumania a dose of Iron Guard terrorism that 
it would never forget without letting the Iron Guard's leader en- 
trench himself at the head of the Government. For 45 days, 
Goga reveled in pogroms until the country recoiled in horror. On 
the qsch day, Goga left the palace shaking with fury. Carol had dis- 
missed his government. ‘‘Israel is triumphant,’ Goga howled. He 
was mistaken. Not Israel but Carol had triumphed. The only way 
order could be restored was by a Carol dictatorship and that was 
what the country got. Codreanu was jailed and, within a year, shor. 
Currently, neither Carol's crown nor his dictatorship are seriously 
menaced from within. 


“Keep them all guessing” 


While Carol's internal difficulties have diminished, his external 
difficulties have increased. In foreign policy, Carol's strategy is to 
place a bet on every possible winner and keep them all guessing. 
When the Germans thrust a trade agreement at him, Carol signed. 
When the British proffered a loan, he signed with them. The fact 
that no one knows exactly where Carol stands from one day to the 
next is his best weapon. So far it has been effective. Rumania is 
badly prepared for war, and its Army of 1,200,000 is useful mainly 
asadiplomatic lever. Such is the nation’s faith in Carol's diplomatic 
dexterity that it confidently expects to remain profitably at peace. 
At the moment, Rumanian agriculture and Rumanian industry are 
booming, and Bucharest, long unjustifiably billed as the Paris of the 
East, is at last living up to its title as No. x center of cosmopolitan 
gaiety on the entire continent. 

For the unique job of running a country like Rumania in a period 
like the present, Carol's upbringing was ideal. He was born in 1893 
in the weekend palace at Sinaia, first son of the amazing Queen 
Marie. According to his mother’s memoirs, at an early age “Carol

to order the mass slaughter of 380 Iron Guards to avenge Calinescu’s 
assassination 

‘Asa youth Carol was not happy. Ic is hard for anyone to make the 
discovery Carol made when still a boy, that his mother placed her 
personal ambition before everything. Her endless string of * favor- 
ites” made a ludicrous figure of King Ferdinand. Her political in- 
trigues brought about Carol's exile and renunciation of the throne. 
It was a favorite of Marie's, Premier Prince Stirbey, who started the 
whispering campaign against Carol which was meant to smear him 
and kill him politically. For his pains, Carol later slapped Stirbey 
publicly, tore out his private telephone to Marie’s room and made 
him a political nonentity 

Marie's matriarchal ambitions were projected through her chil- 
dren, By the time Carol had grown up, Queen Marie was so busy 
trying to acquire proxy control of the Balkans in toto chat it never 
occurred co her ro question her ability co keep control of her home 
country of Rumania. This was an error on her part because, while 
she could hoodwink Ferdinand, she could not hoodwink her son. 
Three years after her husband's death, she and her entourage were 
out of power and Carol and his entourage were in 


He marries a commoner 


‘The chief merit of Carol’s early career as training for kingship was 
its variety. Shortly after the War, in which he did not distinguish 
himself, Carol, who had opposed making peace with the Central 
Powers, went to Russia where he impulsively married a commoner 
named Zizi Lambrino. For this his father had him confined to bar- 
cks. In retaliation, Carol renounced his right to the throne. The 
family turmoil lasted for a year, after which Carol finally broke with 
Ziz1, tried to commit suicide twice and set off on a crip around the 
world. 

In 1920, Rumania was, as usual, trying to borrow money. Some- 
one in a moment of outrageous optimism suggested Japan as a possi- 
ble creditor and a mission to Tokyo was thus made the excuse for 
Carol's excursion. In Tokyo, Carol was elegantly received but he 
found his hosts unsympathetic to the thought that the internal 
finance of Rumania should be made part of the yellow man’s burden. 
Leaving Japan not long after cherry-blossom time, Carol proceeded to 
New York via Spokane, Chicago and Cleveland. The city impressed 
him favorably. He stayed a week, in the course of which he received 
a statuet from the Boy Scouts and bought himself a hunting rifle 
and a bartender's guide. 

The next half-dozen years in Carol's life were a series of quarrels 
with his family and intrigues with minority political interests 
which reached a peak when Ferdinand died in 1927. In Paris, where 
he was living at the time, Carol proclaimed himself king. His 
mother denied the claim but Carol, by this time bereft of all sense 
of filial obedience, bided his time. By 1930, Rumania was so sick 
of the rapacity and incompetence exhibited by all the ministries 
brought in by Marie that any change looked like an improvement. 
On June 7, with the Chamber of Deputies voting 310 to one that 
he had been king ever since his father’s death and with planes 
writing his name in the sky, Carol settled down in Bucharest to 
begin his troubled reign.

Of Carol's innumerable female companions, only three have really 
affected his life. The first was Zizi, his morganatic ex-wife, who now 
lives comfortably in Paris with Carol's elder son, Mircea, on an in- 
come of $12,000 a year which Carol gives them. The second was his 
royal ex-wife, Princess Helen of Greece. The third was, of course, 
the celebrated Magda Lupescu. 

Carol’s marriage co Helen was his parents’ idea, Agreed to by 
Carol in the glow of satisfaction that followed his round-the-world 
trip in 1920, it turned out to be one long row about other women and 
ended in 1928 when they were divorced. Lined up as interested in- 
laws in the marital bickering of Carol and Helen were most of the 
crowned heads of Europe. Helen is currently living quietly in 
Florence. 

Carol's third and extra-marital attachment has been as successful 
as both his marriages were calamitous. Carol and Magda Lupescu 
met at the Cercul Militar (Army Club) in 1924. She was the daugh- 
ter of a Mr. Wolf from Jassy, who was either a junk peddler, a chem- 
ist, a moneylender or 2 salesman of automobile parts—no one ever 
quite knew which, because after his daughter took up with Carol he 
retired. Magda was a big, vivacious girl, with creamy skin and 
flaming red hair. She was married to a Lieutenant Tampeanu whom 
she later divorced. After the divorce, she tactfully Latinized her 
maiden name of Wolf into Lupescu. 

Carol was at Venice with Magda in 1925 when he received a tele- 
gram to come home at once, without his mistress, or forfeit the suc 
cession. Carol, in a temper, refused, Five years later, it was the op- 
position Peasant Party that brought Carol back. Juliu Maniu, the 
Peasant premier, a pillar of honesty among the venal Bucharest poli- 
ticians, had promised to restore him to the throne if he left Magda 
behind, Carol’s arrival, however, was followed presently by Mag- 
da's. Maniu, considering himself betrayed by an ingrate, resigned. 

Nowadays, the romance between Carol and Magda lacks the ardor 
of their puppy love and may even be purely platonic, but next to 
Mihai, Magda is still the King's best friend. Like Carol, she has lost 
her figure. She lives about a mile away from the palace, in a red 
brick house whose shades are always drawn. Here Carol goes often 
to play bridge or poker for high stakes and here Lupescu's camar- 
illa of political favorites gathers daily. One of the best-informed 
and shrewdest women in Europe, she can break the most powerful 
ministers (as she did Titulescu) and has a finger in neatly every 
Bucharest intrigue. In the cafes she is referred to only as “She,” 
and the public never sees her. Between intrigues, the Balkan Pom- 
padour tends her flock of white turkeys.
